-The Herald's 
special from Valparaiso says: observa- 
tion* of the total solar eclipse were 
taken Sunday at Mlna Aria, Harvard 
College station, The weather was clear 
for all phases of the eclipse, with 
passing clouds and no haae to mar 
observation. The results will be satis- 
factory to the highest degree. The 
corona seen Monday morning, general- 
ly speaking, resembled the corona 
187 L There were four steamers, I 
of which batf a length exceeding 
sun's radius, or stretching out m 
than four hundred and thirty- five 
thousand miles 

Several dark rifts 
tending direct 
moon's limb to the utmost limit of the 



During the total eclipse several flam- 
ing solar prominences attained great 
distinctness and brilliancy. 

The moon appeared of almost inky 
darkness, with only enough lllumli 
tion at the edge of the disk to make its 
rotundity conspicuous, while from be- 
hind the orb streamed out on all tides 
the radiant filaments, beams and sheets 
of pearly light, which formed an irreg- 
ular, star-like deooratlon with the 
black lunar globe in its center. 

During totality the distinctness and 
brilliancy of several prominences \ 
pronounced. One of these wss 60,000 
miles in height As the eclipse pro- 
gressed the temperature of the air fell 
considerably below Its normal. The 
lowest reading of the thermometer oc- 
curred after totality. 

The eclipse observations showed con- 
clusively that the sun is now far from 
being quiescent, but Is in a staU 
great disturbance.
